Revision of downtown routes 
of streetcars and busses to con- 
form to the new system of one- 
way streets provided in the mas- 
ter traffic control ordinance was 
announced yesterday by Edwin 
M. Clark, chairman of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce traffic com- 
mittee. 


The changes will become ef- 
fective July 26. This is the same 
day that three major downtown 
streets will switch to one-way 
operation, Director of Streets 
and Sewers Frank Kriz an- 
nounced. 


Olive street becomes east- 
bound from Twelfth boulevard 
to Fourth street, Pine becomes 
west-bound from Fourth to 
Grand boulevard and Locust 
becomes west-bound from 
Fourth to Theresa avenue. 


Lines affected by the revision 
are: Lindell, Lee and Forest 
Park bus lines; Delmar and Uni- 
versity streetcar lines; North 
Side, South Grand, Forest Park 
and Lindell Express lines, and 
the East-West loop bus in the 
downtown area. 

In general, Lee busses will 
use Washington avenue east- 
bound and Locust street west- 
bound; Lindell busses will use 
Olive street eastbound and Lo-

Park Martin, executive direc- 
tor of the Allegheny Conference 
on Community Development and 
chairman of the Allegheny Cor- 
ference on Community Develop- 
ment and chairman of a 23-man 
citizens’ committee to study the 
transit problem in Allegheny 
county, said Pittsburgh and the 
county were faced with a transit 


“Pittsburgh Railways Co., the 
principal carrier (there are 60 
independent bus companies also 
operating in the county) has 
been in bad financial shape for 
a long time,” he said. “It came 
out of receivership only two 
years ago but has consistently 
lost money since. 


“Our committee believes there 
is a strong possibility it will 
again go into receivership in the 
not too distant future. If this 
happens, there will not be | 
enough reserves to continue op- 
eration under federal court su- 
pervision. This means there 
will be no mass transit. 


Can’t Depend on Autos. 


“We believe that mass transit 
is so essential that without it 
the city would strangle. You 
cannot depend on private auto- 
mobiles, because the number 
needed to replace mass transit 
vehicles simply could not get 
into the Golden Triangle, our 
downtown district. 

“Thus, we féel we have no 
choice but public ownership 
through an authority. We are 
not promising any reduction in 
fares. Our aim, rafher, is to 
make the service as rapid and 
attractive as possible in order to 
win back the riders lost to the 
private automobile.” 

Martin said the transit author- 
ity, for which enabling legisla- 
tion is being drafted, would 
have authority to own and op- 
erate parking facilities any- 
where in Allegheny county. A 
Pittsburgh Parking Authority 
how owns two garages in that 
city but Martin’s committee 
foresees the need of perimeter 
parking lots on the outskirts 
with rapid transit to the down- 
town area.

“We feel that transit opera- 
tion and off-street parking fa- 
cilities cannot very well be sep- 
arated,’ he said, “but we don’t 
feel we wish to embark in the

Acknowledging that some pow- 
er to regulate the flow of traffic 
on certain streets used by tran- 
sit vehiclese would be helpful, 
Martin said this could not be 
done without affecting other.

“Then there is the question of 
enforcement,” he went on. “We 
have 129 separate municipalities, 
including Pittsburgh, in Alle- 
gheny county. If some of these 
municipalities were displeased 
with our regulations, how much 
enforcement could we get I 
don’t think an authority should 
be a policing body.”

“In the meantime, the private 
company continues to lose 
money that it can never recoup,” 
he said. “Any citizen who chal- 
lenged the authority’s fare rise 
would have the right to appeal 
to the court of common pleas, 
but in the meantime the-authori- 
ty would have the right to con- 
tinue collecting the higher fare 
pending a decision by that

In brief, McCarthy announced 
last Thursday that he would 
subpena Bundy to answer grave 
charges before committee.

Long before making this 
speech,- McCarthy had been 
clearly warned that President 
Eisenhower would not stand for 
any tampering with the CIA— 
the intelligence agency on which 
this country’s security so heav- 
ily depends.

Full Independence for Indochina 
Urged by New French Leader 


Gen. Navarre Says That Is Only Way 
France Can Win Seven-Year-Old War 
Against Communist Vietminh. 


HANOI, July 17 (AP). 


REEDOM-SEEKING, anti-Communist Indochinese drew power- 
ful support today from France’s top military man in the Far 
East. Only by giving Indochina complete independence, Gen. 
Pierre Navarre asserted, could France win its seven-year war | 


against the Red-directed Vietminh forces. 


American experts here, whose 
government is sending half a 
billion dollars worth of military 
supplies annually to bolster 
France’s fight, also welcoméd 
the declaration in Paris last 
night by Navarre, new com- 
mander in chief of French 
armed forces in the Far East. 

Back in France from his first 
inspection of the Indochina 
fighting fronts, Navarre told the 
French Diplomatic Press Club: 

“It ig necessary that the inde- 
pendence which is to be granted 
be total because the Associated 
States (Viet Nam, Cambodia and 
Laos): want it to be total and 
only this independence is capa- 
ble of putting them entirely into 
the war as well as permitting the 
withdrawal of Nationalist non- 
Communist elements now fight- 
ing in the ranks of the (Commu- 
nist-led) Vietminh. 

“Once assured of their inde- 
pendence, the Associated States 
will find it normal to conclude 
with us, in exchange for France's 
sacrifices, contracts linking us 
with them in the political, mili- 
tary and economic domains, thus 
reaffirming their presence in the 
French Union.”

John S. Cotton has completely discredited his 
report on Hell's Canyon favoring the Reclama- 
tion Bureau development plan and rejecting the 
Idaho Power Co. plan. The California consult- 
ing engineer showed time after time, under 
crosé-questioning by Idaho Power counsel at 
the Federal Power Commission hearings, that 
he had not known what he was talkng about. 

Mr. Cotton had made no investigation on the 
site, He had not examined Idaho Power's plans

The Interior Department can furnish 
these reports to the National Hell’s Canyon As- 
sociation, as that group has already requested, 
and as the department is under a particular 
obligation to do inasmuch as the association is 
carrying the ball Interior should be carrying. 

To clear himself of the appearance of having 
prejudiced his own bureau’s plan, Secretary 


‘McKay needs to assure his employes that they 


will not be punished for testifying in behalf of 
the bureau plan.

Korea and the President 

The extent of the costs to U.N. personnel of 
the Communist drive this week are now be 
ginning to be told. 

Gen. Maxwell Taylor, Eighth Army cammand- 
er, reports officially that the high-powered Red 
assaults went through the Allied lines as much 
as seven miles. He also identifies the Ninth 
American and the Second South Korean Army 
Corps as the units which bore the worst of the 
20-mile wide attack. 

Losses in men and supplies are not disclosed. 

With this “first resumption of open war in 
nearly two years”"—the description is Gen. 
Taylor’s—went a disaster to at least one Ameri- 
can unit. When a South Korean force ahead 
faded under the furious Communist otirush, an 
American position was overrun and more than 
300 Americans were killed or taken prisoner. In 
such a situation the number of casualties easily 
could have been much larger. 

A few days ago the Post-Dispatch asked the 
question: “Truce—or War?” The question needs 
to be put squarely by Washington and the U.N. 
to the Communist negotiators. Do they want a 
truce at all? If so why do they by this act of 
bad faith, risk a break in peace efforts? 

Here is the very kind of problem which led 
so many American voters to turn to Dwight D. 
Eisenhower last November. Yet the country 
hears singularly little from him about it. 

The President has an opportunity to make a 
great statement on. the Korean situation. He 
has an opportunity to restore much of the 
prestige that the United States has lost in the 
eyes of the world. Countless American citizens 
hope to see him use it, as for example, “Onlook- 
er,” in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 
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Clean-Up in Mexico 

The new President of Mexico is combating 
corruption by methods which, to North Ameri- 
cans, will seem novel. Adolfo Ruiz Cortines is 
cleaning out officials and economic rackets left 
over from the previous administration, without 
attempting many prosecutions. 

For example, the President has just retired 
the head of the Social Security Institute which 
financed bus systems. A clique around this offi- 
cial reportedly used power to build a bus mo- 
nopoly. . The official is out—but no prosecution. 

A few days earlier the Government expropri- 
ated rich eastern farm lands owned by two for- 
mer Cabinet ministers, an ex-Senator and a 
friend. The story is that the four men got large 
government credits to colonize these lands, but 
the lands were not colonized, nor the credits re- 
paid. Again, no prosecution. 

President Ruiz Cortines, whose own long gov- 
ernmental career has not been accompanied by 
sudden wealth, refuses to prosecute because 
“retaliation,” as it might be called in Mexico, 
could split the Revolutionary party. That in turn 
would cause strife in the Goverhment which 
rests squarely on this one party. 

But in Mexico’s presidential palace the ques- 
tion of prosecution or no prosecution is strictly 
secondary. The new Government will be con- 
sidered an historical success if it stops the use 
of public office ag a road to private wealth. 
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Against Millions for Education 

Can it be possible that the House conferees 
are going to stymie offshore-cil leasing legisla- 
tion because of an excuse that it would lead to 
federal regulation of state school systems? 

Representative J. Frank Williams of Texas 
says that unless the Senate reverses itself on 
the provision giving oil revenues to education, 
no agreement may be reached before Congress 
quits for the summer. 

The schools need this money. Has Representa- 
tive Williams, or any other of the objectors, 
heard of any state legislatures objecting to get- 
ting the revenue? To the contrary, both houses 
of the Arkansas legislature petitioned for it— 
among other voices from the states. 

Surely the House conferees will not be will- 
ing to play the part of dog-in-the-manger toward 
the education of children in their states. 
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Late Chapter on J. B. Matthews 


Before J. B. Matthews resumes his normal 
way of life as a private investigator, having re- 
ceived the boot as official investigator for the 
McCarthy committee more facts on the Mat- 
thews’ career have been brought out by Roscoe 
Drummond in The Christian Science Monitor. 

Matthews is, as he has conceded, the kind of 
man whom his friend Senator McCarthy might, 
under other circumstances, call a fellow traveler. 
In 1935 he wrote, “I still consider myself a fair- 
ly good Marxist—a believer in the need for a 
revolutionary overthrow of capitalism.”

A. Wechsler, now the vigorously anti-Commu- 
nist editor of The New York Post, was leaving 
the Young Communist League. Yet Wechsler 
this year landed on McCarthy’s. carpet while 
Matthews landed in a committee spot to investi- 
gate men like Wechsler. Why the distinction? 

One distinction ig that in their leftist days, 
Wechsler was quite young and Matthews old 
enough, perhaps, to know better. But Senator 
McCarthy did not make this distinction because 
it would hardly suit his way of deciding between

3 Lives in Gentle Retrospect 
STREET OF THE THREE FRIENDS, by Myron Brinig. 

(Rinehart, 341 pgs., $3.50.) 

The leisure with which this story 
unfolds in a series of meandering flash- 
backs matches the mood of recollection 
in which the greater part of the novel 
is written. While workable, the method 
does not convey a sense of immediacy 
or concern, 

It is the story of three friends in 
Paris—in effect, a triple biography— 
including two attractive women from 
a small town in Oklahoma and a man— 
brilliant, enigmatic, deformed. 

Emily and Blanche have in common 
two marriages ‘that end in death and 
varying degrees of sadness. Both 
achieve substantial 
wealth, Emily by 
her last marriage 
and Blanche 
through her suc- 
cess as a popular 
singer. 


a hunchback and 
musician friend of 
her first husband, 
a magnificent cor- 
net-player of the 
prohibition era.

All three are young enough to have 
roared in the '20s and to have been 
world-weary later, and yet they are not.

There is no real climax to the story, 
no. focus of attention except curiosity.

Myron Brinig has set himself a diffi- 
cult task in fully tracing the develop- 
ment of three characters well into adult 
life while attempting to maintain in- 
terest in the present-day story.

Russia, Britain Have Bomb. 


Some officials who have tend- 
ed to favor continuing strict se- 
crecy on all atomic developments 
are now beginning to reverse 
themse)ves. They have faced the 
fact that the destruction of civil- 
ized life on this planet is at hand 
if the atomic arms race goes on 
unhindered to the conclusion of 
war. At least a half dozen high 
level conferences have dealt with 
this staggering problem in re- 
cent weeks. 

A hint came in President Ei- 
senhower’s last press conference. 
The President was asked wheth- 
er the law enforcing rigid se- 
crecy should be relaxed. He re- 
plied that he thought the time 
had come to give the American 
people more information, add- 
ing that only an informed popu-

Utilizing a lean and forceful screen play by William 
Bowers and Irving Wallace, Powell has made this a tough, 
hard-driving melier, full of casual brutality and the laying 
bare of elemental emotions, and has packed it with tension.

Alexis Smith finally 
comes to life in her role as runaway wife who is in such 
physical terror of dying that she'll gladly give herself to 
the killer to escape. Jan Sterling is a hard-bitten cheap 
night-club type with more moral resolve. Richard Egan 
plays the runaway wife's physician husband who quietly 
risks death in coming to the desert hideout to save her from 
being murdered because he can’t conceive of not doing it.

Dissatisfied Customer

DISSATISFIED CUSTOMER is one who finds some- 
thing wrong with an article bought or a service ren- 
dered. 

It is usually characteristic of the dissatisfied customer 
to complain. It is usual practice of merchants and those 
who render services to assume that the customer is always 
right. 

That is all very well if the dissatisfied customer can be 
changed into a satisfied customer at the first try. But that 
does not always happen. Sometimes the dissatisfied cus- 
tomer reports a second time or a third time that what was 
done by way of correction did not bear results. 

Thus the dissatisfied customer becomes a chronic irrita- 
tion. A call or a letter will be expected from him every 
day. Clerks and workers will have to be detailed to look 
after his complaints. The gees srom kis Wensection will 
begin to waste away. 

It will be hard to stick to the rule that the customer 
is always right. There will be a temptation to conclude that 
he must be wrong and to be short with him and punish him 
by sending an underling to the telephone to answer his call. 

Such being the case, kindly and considerate persons will 
hesitate to be dissatisfied customers. They will not want to 
arouse the emotions of merchants and purveyors of serv- 
ices. They will shrink from the thought of being party to 

ringing on a nervous breakdown and forcing a man to go 
ut of business. 

Therefore, all dissatisfied customers do not complain. 
They question whether complaint will do any good anyway. 
They decide it is no use upsetting the persons with whom 
they deal. So they keep their silence and resign themselves 
to imperfections. 

But it does seem to them odd that, because of their 
silence, they should be mistaken for satisfied customers 
when, actually, they are not satisfied at all.

Both Wests opened the jack of 
spades, and in one room the de- 
clarer had no trouble—he simply 
led diamonds twice from the 
board and finessed against the 


ueen. 

. The other South, however, op- 
posed by an extremely astute 
East, was presented with a very 
real problem. In this room, as 
in the other, declarer ducked on 
the queen and king of spades, 
and East then shifted to the 
queen of hearts. Dummy’s ace 
won, and a diamond was led to 
the 10. West holding off, de- 
clarer then led the small club 
to the jack and returned dum- 
my’s second diamond. 

At this point, East, without 
hesitation, played the diamond 
queen on dummy’s seven-spot! 
South covered with the king; 
West won and led another spade, 
knocking out South’s ace. 

It is easy for us to see that 
South now could have run the 
entire diamond suit—but how 
could he know that? Apparent- 
ly, West had started with four 
diamonds to the ace-nine, and if 
South cashed the jack and gave 
West the nine to clear the suit, 
he would lose three spades and 
two diamonds. Also, apparently, 
West had held four spades and 
four diamonds, hence had only 
five cards outside. So South 
cashed his other heart trick and 
his clubs, then threw West in 
with a spade for the “sure” dia- 
mond return. South was not 
pleased when West exited with a 
club, and East took the rest of 
the tricks!

WE HAD a delightful family 
dinner that night with Mr, 
Geremovic, my old colleague 
on the Humar Rights Commis- 
sion, and that ended our activ- 
ities in Belgrade. Thursday 
morning we left at 8 a.m. by 
plane for Sarajevo. Here we 
lunched with the vice presi- 
dent of the peoples committee, 
Mr. Mumo, in what used to be 
a Turkish palace but is now a 
guest house. 

Sarajevo is a place where 
many different races and reli- 
gions meet. There are 120-odd 

. pegs in this city but almost 
equal number of Roman 
Catholic and Orthodox church 
people. Turks have left their 
mark, Austrians have left their 
mark, and they are now all 
Yugoslavs. They glory in their 
own republic and in their free- 
dom, but they are Yugoslavs 
as well.
